Then if one wants to buy them 
it is his own lookout. In other words, 
they must not sail under fulsp colors, 
obtain money under false pretenses 
and impose the spurious as the gen- 
uine. 


There has been au effort in every re- 


cent congress to pass a pure food bill, 
but it was always sidetracked until t'io 
present session. The combined influ- 
ences opposed to the measure were too 
strong. It is said that more money is 
invested in the manufacture of doctor- 
ed food'', imitation and adulterated 
liquors and of patent medicines con- 
taining injurious drugs, such as alco- 


hol, 
opium and cocaine, than is repre- 


sented by the combined stock of all 
the rnilromK 
Not only SjO. but the 


manufacturers, who have grown enor- 
mously wealthy, arc organi;wl and 
nlert to protect their own interests. 
Former Senator Mason of Illinois in a 
speech before the pure food congress 
said that n man who would make and 
sell spurious and injurious drinks nod 
foods to the public would not hesitate 
to bribe legislators. 


OH thp other hand, the lione«t manu- 


facturers ami distillers and the reputa- 
ble physicians of the country linvc 
formed a strong body in favor of tho 
proposed legislation, and now that pub- 
lic sentiment is becoming aroused they 
arc movipg onward to success.

McCumber. who is under fifty years 


of age, was born and reared on a west- 
ern farm. He studied law at Ann Ar- 
bor. Prior to his election to the senate, 
which came about as the result of a 
deadlock, he served several terms in 
he North Dakota legislature. 
In the house the pure food fight has 


been led by Colonel \v. r. Hepburn of 
!owa. Hepburn is one of the old inem- 
>ers both In point of service and in 
rears, as he will be seventy-three his 
ie\t birthday. He Is one of the most 
'oiceful ond eloquent speakers in ei- 
ther house. He I- popularly known as 
['etc Hepburn by liis colleagues, but 
his familiarity ilo"s not breed con- 
tempt, whatever it may do in the 
adage. Any man who has ever been 
up against the Iowa eoloiwl in n foren 
sic battle has a wholesome respect for 
him thereafter. . 


The action of the house committee 
n substituting the Hepburn jmie food 
bill for the Hepburn bill place.* tbe 
Iowa man's name on two of the most 
mportant r.ieasuros before this con 
gress, as he is also author of the rail 
road rate bill.

Professor Harvey W. Wiley, chemist 
of the agricultural department.

'essor Wiley is over sixty years of 
igc and has been chief of the bureau 
of chemistry for nearly twenty-five 
yesnv. He it was that made the famous 
txperiments as to food adulterations by 
feeding u number of governmentr'clerks 
on iuftivts preserved, with boric and 
salicylic acjds ami otlierMike prepara- 
tion^,- chemical 'fri)Uations of food, doc- 
tored vegetables sand .fruits and liq- 
uors concocted after the fashion of 
ihosc- usually handed out to the gen 
eral public. His subjects were popular- 


kiwwn M '-the iwlson K\OA<\" Just 
tfae experlmeuteru were called "tb* 


borax M&Av." When the victims jp* 
too .much of certain kluds of tinkered 
up foods they were allowwl to rest tw- 
ill they coultl stand another ilose. The 
ffects wet'c c.ikVfully Jiotcd. aud the 
evidence thus jrf»lwr«l lias pl"}'«l » 
considerable part ill jsiibvqiK'Ut }>"re 
food discussions.

When Wntchm Were Xrwr. 


At first the watch \vns alx>ut the size 


of n dessert plate. It had weights and 
was used as a "pocket clock." The 
earliest known use of the modern name 
occurs in the record of 1552, which 
mentions that Edward VI. had "o.ne 
Inmm 'or watch of iron, the case being 
likewise of iron gilt, with two plum- 
mets of lead." The first watches -may 
readily bo supposed to have boeh of 
rude execution.'' The first great im- 
provement, the substitution of'springs 
for weights, was in looO.' The earliest 
springs were not coiled, but only 
straight pieces of steel. Early watches 
had only one hand, and, being wound 
up twice a day, tuey"eo'iild not be ex- 
pected to keep time nearer than_fifteen 
or twenty minutes in the Twelve hours. 
The dials were of silver or brass. The 
cases had no crystals, but opened at 
the back and front and were four or 
five inches in diameter. A plaiu watch 
cost the equivalent of $1,600 in our cur- 
rency, and after one was ordered it 
took a year to make it. 


Trolllnc For Tarpon. 


ft is not easy to hook a tarpon while 


trolling, for his mouth is very hard, 
says Julian A. Dimock in Country Life 
In America, and much skill may doubt- 
less here be shown. In the playing of 
the fish the work is about the same as in 
Btill fishing save that more care must be 
used, as the hook is probably not firmly 
Imbedded. An old fisherman told me that 
he liked to be sure of his fish and so 
preferred still fishing, but to my mind 
It is one of the objections to that meth- 
od. Another and stronger objection Is 
the disturbance of my feelings in think- 
ing that I am pulling against a fish's 
"in'ards." If the line does break the 
chance of the victim's being able to 
free himself from the hook is problem- 
atical, while in trolling it is the work 
of a minute after the strain is off the 
line until a sore mouth is the only 
•yinptom remaining.

Properly Boiled Mcnt. 


To boil meat so ns to rtiaiu the juices

the kettle must be pushed over to the 
back of the fire, where Its contents will 
simmer gently. This tends to coagu-

meat is allowed to boil it will be found 
bard and chippy, the goodness having 
all boiled out of It.

That there is uo present hope of 


preventing the spread of' the brown 
tall moth from New England through- 
out the rest of the United States and 
only a chance of conquering Ihe gypsy 
uiotb. after years of worJkrlu. propagat- 
ing »ud disseminating the parasites 
which feed upon it is the opinion ex- 
pressed, by Dr. Lelaud 0. Howard, en- 
tomologist of. the agricultural depart- 
ment, who recently returued to Wash- 
ington from an official investigation of 
the ravages of the moth in Massachu- 
setts. 


Dr. Howard traveled last year over 


the greater part of Europe and re- 
peated the trip last spring to engage 
the assistance of foreign scientists in 
the effort to import into the United 
States thousands of parasites which 
would \v,ir upon the gypsy,and browu 
tall moth1*. 
Before goiug abroad ou 


Ma,rch 13 he looked over the situation 
In New England, and then spent two 
months organizing his European cor- 
respondents . for this summer's caiu- 


lgu against the pest. 
Regarding 


these, efforts and the spread of the 
moths as just noted by him at Boston, 
he said to the New York Post's 
Washington correspondent: 


During last winter and spring we im- 


ported, through these European agents 
180,000 winter nests of brown tail moths 
from all sections of Europe, from Tran- 
sylvania ou the southeast to .Brittany 
ou the northwest, and from Spain to 
Berlin. We got thenr from :ill eleva- 
tions, from the Mediterranean sea level 
to the top of the Harz mountains, so 
as to meet all climatic conditions. From 
these we bred 60.000 parasites in the 
special laboratory established at Sau- 
gus. near Boston. They are of several 
different species, nnd have been found 
capable of attacking the gypsy as well 
as the browu tail moth. About 50.000 
of the parasites have been liberated out 
of doors in colonies, especially chosen 
places beiiig selected for them in woods 
where there is llttje danger.of fire, and 
wlrere no work Is being done'against 
Insects. 
""As a result, so far we find that the 
parasites placed In the fiekl stung the 
brown tail'moth caterpillar^ as they is- 
sued from the .winter nesta<. The para 
sites have already undergqje one .cow.-; 
p&te generation in reprodueti«G, and 
are now stinging the nearly full grown 
caterpillars of the other kind, the gypsy 
moth, 'and the chrysalids of both spe- 
cies. In-the meantime there have been 
coming over from Erope since May last 
caterpillars of both species of all stages 
of growth' but mainly of nearly full 
size. From tfiesc we have been breed- 
ing In the laboratory at Sangus a large 
number of parasites of various species, 
some of which have been liberated out 
of doors, while others have been colo- 
nized in tents built over trees and 
stocked with caterpillars. 
They all 


seem perfectly at home nnd breeding 
is going on. This is encouraging, but it 
Is impossible to predict when they will 
begin to make any visible impression 
on the enormous armies of caterpillars 
which appear there every spring. 


"What chance is there of preventing 


the spread to other sections?" 


"It cannot be prevented," was the 


reply. "The brown tall moth Hies read- 
ily and Is carried by the wind great 
distances. It 1s now found as far \\ est 
as Worcester, Mass; some exist in 
Vermont. It reaches a good distance 
into New Hampshire and to a great 
distance up the Maine coast. The gypsy 
moth does not fly, but bas been spread 
in Massachusetts by beiug carried in 
the caterpillar stage on electric cars 
nnd automobiles especially. 
It spins 


down from the trees in the caterpillar 
stage and drops on these passing ve- 
hicles. The gypsy moth covers eastern 
Massachusetts 
nud 
southern 
New 


Hampshire, and is found nt Providence, 
R. I., nnd Stonington, Conn., in Isolated 
groups. 
Au especial effort will be 


made to stamp out these two groups 
to prevent extending tbe general area 
of ravages." 


"What remedial measures are con- 


templated?" 


"We hope for good results from the 


work of the parasites in exterminating 
the gypsy moth, as they cannot 11 j 
away. 
We propose cleaning off the 


shade trees along tbe main roads out 
of the affected sections In Massachu- 
setts, and thus reduce to a minimum 
the ever present chance of automobile* 
carrying them to other states. These 
motor cars travel such enormous dis 
tances in a single day that there is no 
telling how widely they may spread 
the moths in a single season.' 


"As for the brown tail moth, there i 
1 


nothing on which to base the hope tha 
it can be kept from spreading west 
ward to New York and otticr sections 
of the country. As it flics readily, i 
can go anywhere. Tbe most hopefu 
condition existing is that in New Eug 
land the wind is usually from the 
southwest, and this has a tendency t 
rarry it along the «'o.ist to Maine 
Nothing is yet nt hand to exterminat 
'he moth nnd save oilier states from 
Jhe loss experienced by Massachu 
setts."

•These 'Baseball Made Easy' bro- 


chures ami 'How to Become a Ball 
Player by Correspondence' treatises are 
oiily calculated to bother and mystify 
the youug fellow 
jus>t learning the 


game." said Captain Jake Stuhl of the 
\Vashiiigtou Americans recently when 
asked for some points for the begiuiier. 


"There Isn't any shoit cut to a mas- 


tery of baseball. It's jus>t a matter of 
plugging away all the time, like learn- 
ing the violin or shorthand. The only 
literary end of the game worth paying 
uuy attention to is the book of rules. 
The young fellow who hopes to become 
a worth while ball pl.iyer must make 
the book of rules his catechism. When 
he gets the regulations of the game as 
put as he can bis intuition and the ex- 
perience he gets iu actual play will car- 
ry him along if he has the goods to go 
In with. I don't go so far as to say 
that all ball players ate born and uoue 
made. I'd be handing myself one if I 
said that, for I made a sad hash of it 
when'I tirst started In the game. I 
began as a pitcher, and it makes me 
laugh to remember \\lmt a botch I was 
at that end of it. But the top notch 
players, when you run them over, are 
ail born players, and the artificial play- 
eis rarely mount to C'la->s A. * 


"First rate batsmen, for example, are 


always spunky, aggtossive chaps, fol- 
lows who possess somewhat pugnacious 
dispositions and who are afraid of 
nothing that walks, swims or flies. You 
can always spot a bad batsman by the

way be pull-; away from tbe plute. I 
bate to see a ball plajer do that. It 
always looks cowardly to me. 


"The Imt.Miian who draws away from 


the plate is always a perfect mark for 
the pitcher. The tosser has such u club- 
bkt at bis ini'iey and feeds him any 
old tli'mjr that hu likes, coutidciit that 
lie will be able to fool tbe nerveless 
one. 


"I like to see a batsman stand ri^lit 


over the rock and await the pitcher's 
onset like a soldier. It depends upon 
a batsman's t\\e and his physical abil 
ity as to whether he'd better just meet 
the ball with bis bat or take a full 
power swing «t it. I nearly always 
try to soak it with all my strength 
when I get a good one coniinu' along 
I strike out ptetty often trying to put 
them nway buck deep, but I wasn't 
made to Just tup them, and I've got to 
hit the way I was made to lilt. Some 
batsmen, however, go so wide of tbe 
mark when they put their full force 
into their swings that it's best for 
them just to moot tbe ball and thereby 
improve their chances of finding It. 


"The full force hitter Is l>otind to 


decrease Ills chance of nailing it by 
the momentum of Ins swing, and some 
naturally fine batsmen can't bit a bal- 
loon when they put all of their power 
into the swlii£. 


"Willie Kceler is one of the batsmen 


who have just to meet it. He used to 
try to soak it when he first began to 
piny ball, but he never got by that 
way. His scheme now Is to crab tbe 
club by the middle and just tap the 
Kphcre on the nose with a sort of half 
arm swing when he sees the one com- 
ing that he likcis and bis batting aver- 
age tells the story of how he gets away 
with the kind of hitting tlmt he is best 
suited for. 


"While I don't like to see a batMiian 


make a mark of himself by falling 
for everything the pitcher has a mind 
to shoot at him. still I have good rea- 
sons to hate to see a batsman wait too 
long for the kind be wants or thinks he 
wants. 


"I like to see a batsman lake a clout 


at erery good one. Irrespective of how- 
many balls and strikes bnve been call- 
ed on him.' Of course when a batsman 
sees tbat a pitcher Is exploding it !s 
his cue (o wait till tb* last neinute. but 
1 belter* la going after everything 
food tbat « staady fttdwr
